An Act relating to and making appropriations to the justice1

system and including effective date provisions.2

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:3
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Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE.1

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state2

to the department of justice for the following fiscal years,3

the following amounts, or so much thereof as is necessary, to4

be used for the purposes designated:5

a. For the general office of attorney general for salaries,6

support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes, including7

the prosecuting attorneys training program, victim assistance8

grants, office of drug control policy prosecuting attorney9

program, and odometer fraud enforcement:10

It is the intent of the general assembly that as a condition13

of receiving the appropriations provided in this lettered14

paragraph, the department of justice shall maintain a record15

of the estimated time incurred representing each agency or16

department.17

The funds appropriated in this lettered paragraph shall21

be used each fiscal year to provide grants to care providers22

providing services to crime victims of domestic abuse or to23

crime victims of rape and sexual assault.24

The balance of the victim compensation fund established25

in section 915.94 may be used each fiscal year to provide26

salary and support for not more than 22.00 FTEs and to provide27

maintenance for the victim compensation functions of the28

department of justice.29

Notwithstanding section 8.39, within the4

moneys appropriated each fiscal year in this Act to the5

department of corrections, the department may reallocate the6

moneys appropriated and allocated as necessary to best fulfill7

the needs of the correctional institutions, administration8

of the department, and the judicial district departments of9

correctional services. However, in addition to complying with10

the requirements of sections 904.116 and 905.8 and providing11

notice to the legislative services agency, the department12

of corrections shall also provide notice to the department13

of management, prior to the effective date of the revision14

or reallocation of an appropriation made pursuant to this15

section. The department of corrections shall not reallocate an16

appropriation or allocation for the purpose of eliminating any17

program.18

Sec. 7. INTENT —— REPORTS.19

1. The department of corrections in cooperation with20

townships, the Iowa cemetery associations, and other nonprofit21

or governmental entities may use inmate labor during the fiscal22

years beginning July 1, 2011, and July 1, 2012, to restore23

or preserve rural cemeteries and historical landmarks. The24

department in cooperation with the counties may also use inmate25

labor to clean up roads, major water sources, and other water26

sources around the state.27

2. Each month the department shall provide a status report28

regarding private-sector employment to the legislative services29

agency during the fiscal years beginning July 1, 2011, and July30

1, 2012. The report shall include the number of offenders31

employed in the private sector, the combined number of hours32

worked by the offenders, the total amount of allowances, and33

the distribution of allowances pursuant to section 904.702,34

including any moneys deposited in the general fund of the35
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state.1
